World Affairs 
Reviewed

Washington, D. C.— One of the oldest 
countries in the world Is Arabia, ordinar­ 
ily looked upon by tho Western World as 
a static nation. But reports from the por­ 
tion 
officially 
known 
as 
Saudi 
Arabia 
would Indicate that quite the reverse is 
true, for while there is a threatening oil 
shortage in many parts of the world, this 
portion of the peninsula seems to be be­ 
coming the Texas of the East. 
Saudi Arabia’s king is as spectaculai as 
its new economic find. Popularly called 
Ibn Saud, he rules a young desert nation 
one-fourth 
as 
large 
as 
t h e 
United 
States, larger than Mexico and in practi­ 
cally the same latitude. The kingdom be­ 
tween the Red Sea and the Persian Gulf 
covers SO per cent of the arid Arabian 
Peninsula, includes a desert waste second 
in extent only to the great Sahara, and 
supports a population of five million. It 
is bordered by a fringe of smaller, seini- 
independent 
states 
on 
the 
north 
and 
south. 
Now in his sixty-first year, the Arabian 
king was a poor exile in his early twen­ 
ties, when his dreams of a native govern­ 
ment began to come true. With an army 
of forty men, he captured ills ancestral 
city of Riyadh, in the inland realm of 
Nejd. In 1913 he ejected the Turks and 
began to push his dominion outward in 
every direction. Eleven years later he cap­ 
tured Mecca, in the Hejaz region along 
the Red Pea coast 
In 1 927 he took the 
title of King of th** Hejaz and of Nejd. a 
dual kingdom which in 10 32 became Saudi 
Arabia. Now he rules from coast to coast 
over some 
800,000 
square 
miles, 
nine 
times the size of Great Britain. 
Ibn Saud’s conquest of the Red Sea 
kingdom of the Hejaz brought under his 
dominion both Medina and Mecca, shrines 
sacred to one-seventh of the world's popu­ 
lation. Mecca, the world’s greatest travel 
resort, is the capital for the constitutional 
government of this well-developed west­ 
ern section, whose large cities thrive or 
the stream of pilgrims visiting the hol> 
shrines. 
The double 
kingdom, 
however, 
has two capitals. From h s native city of 
Riyadh, 500 miles east in the desert, Ibn 
Baud himse'f administers a tribal govern­ 
ment for the highland nomads and scat­ 
tered oases of Nejd, where the word of tho 
Koran is the law of tho land. 
Nejd Is the lofty plateau, high, dry and 
hot, in the center of Saudi Arabia’s rough 
rectangle.
